Continuation of 2. NOTE: The remarks are reconsidered but not persuasive because the claimed subject matter is drawn to a method of 
treating severly burned patient using the beta-adrenergic antagonist not improving muscle protein metabolism that is found in preamble. 
As mentioned in the previous office action, the biological pathway is naturally occuring when beta-adrenergic antagonist or propranol is 
administered to the burned patient and the treatment is accomplished whether the said pathway has involved or not. More precisely, 
improving muscle protein metabolism is inherently possessed feature whether the said pathway has been known(discovered) in the art or 
not. Thus, the claims are properly maintained as rejected due to the reasons of the record. As acknowled by the applicant during the 
restrction requirement practice, a method of treating burn patient and a method of improving muscle protein metabolism(catabolism) are 
two separate inventions and distinct to each other, this examiner likes to emphasize that the features included in preamble(i.e. improving 
muscle protein metabolism) is the features that is not the factor to determine the patentability of presecuting instant claims 1-7 and 9-12. 
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
